THE COST OF EASY OPTIONS 


WE MUST RECOVER OUR PUBLIC CONSCIENCE TO DEAL WITH RUSSIA'S IRON PURPOSE 


Beneath the particular controversies over the missile lag. foreign 
policy and the budget, a deeper and more fearful concern has 
been stirring some of the most responsible U.S. leaders. Their 
worry: are Americans—undereducated, overentertained. tossing 
easefully but restlessly in what Reinhold Niebuhr calls a state of 
“sophisticated vulgarity”"—still eapable of discharging their moral 
duty as citizens to their country and to the world they live in? 
When, they ask, will we realize that the very power and success 
of U.S, society demand more, not less, individual dedication from 
its citizenship? 

The concern has lately been voiced hy many 
separate outlooks—Vice President Nixon, Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell, Admiral Arthur Radford, Walter Lippmann and $ 
Lyndon Johnson, among others. And increasingly it is stated not 
in terms of security but of survival. In the long run, they agree, 
nothing but an intense national effort can halt the hugely pur- 
poseful Sovi

Adlai Stevenson, in a speech about “the condition of survival. 
It makes sharp and disturbing reading— especially 
background of the current proceedings at the Communist Party 
Congress in Moscow (pp, 26-28) where Khrushchev's re-Stalinized 
leadership loudly boasts of the speed with which Communism can 
overtake and defeat the U.S.

‘The ease of modern living makes our responsibility for wise 
decision greater, not less. “In a century in which so many of the 
mentors of the public mind—from the psychiatrists to the ad- 
men—speak to us in terms of ‘what we owe to ourselves,” may 
there not indeed have been a slackening of devotion compared 
with those days not so long distant, when what man owes to God 
and his neighbor was a common theme of public discourse?” 

The implications of Stevenson’s concern run too broad and 
deep to be confined to any set of rules or helpful nostrums, Some 
areas of U.S. life are more obviously targets of his criticism than 
others—in another speech last week Stevenson himself singled 
out the damage done to our schools by “life adjustment” edu- 
cationists, But the prevailing climate of moral isolationism is 
found in every corner of our society, and almost everywhere it 
contrasts sadly with the immoral but energetic expansionism of 
the Soviet Union. 

The U.S. grew into a great and free society precisely because 
the nation could always count on a widespread inst 
its citizens for translating private moral conscience into publie 
a virtue made operational by the citizens’ action in the 
ife. At the moment this instinct is dangerously weak. 
The resultant gulf between private conscience and public virtue 
cannot be bridged by easeful living, spectatoritis or a let-George- 
do-it indifference. The wider this gulf becomes, the narrower 
grows our margin of national survival.

Lincoln’s Neighbors: 
A Dramatic Find 


RELICS SHED NEW LIGHT O 


Eun since Abraham Lincoln died, collectors have probed the past 
looking for new mementos of his life. Today almost everything that 
had to do with him is preserved and cherished, But even after nearly 


a century of research new things are turning up. To commemorate 
Lincoln’s 150th birthday, Feb. 12, Lire presents an entirely new col- 
lection that throws a bright light on his early days in Springfield, 
Ill. because it shows the neighbors and relations he knew and loved. 


The collection—old pictures and books, a 
lock of Mrs, Lincoln’s hair, a piece of the sofa 
on which they courted—was brought to light 
hy Dorothy Meserve Kunhardt, daughter of the 
distinguished Lincoln collector, Frederick Hill 
Meserve. In her tireless search for Lincoln 
memorabilia Mrs. Kunhardt got on the trail of 
this collection unexpectedly. She stopped to 
examine a pile of books put out for the trash- 
man on a sidewalk outside a New Jersey sec- 
ondhand bookstore. She found that the vol- 
umes (pp. 3) bore the signatures of Lin- 
coln’s neighbors and relations on their fly- 
leaves. The dealer gave her as many of the dis- 
carded books as her car could carry and the 
trashmen burned the rest. The books had been 
sold to the dealer along with valuable Lincoln 
biographies by Mi coln’s 90-year-old great- 
niece, Mrs. Mary Edwards Brown. Mrs. Kun- 
hardt hurried to Springfield to see her. The old 
lady reluctantly parted with the treasures shown 
on the f plowing nd, as she lovingly went 
over tiem, told Mrs. Kunhardt old famil 
of the Lincolns and their friends (pp.

with shady lawns set back from unpaved streets. In the 1840s and '50s 
it was an unhurried town, where horses’ hoofs rapped loudly as they 
clopped over wooden planks at the crosswalks. And it was a town 
where everyone knew everyone else. People met at church and mar- 


ket, at magic lantern exhibits and lectures on temperance and poetry. 
The people in Lincoln's Springfield life were not an ordinary lot. 
Old Ninian Edwards, later father-in-law of Mrs. Lincoln’s sister, was 
one of the most important men in Illinois, 
Handsome and wealthy, he was its first territo- 
rial governor, one of its first two senators and 
its third state governor. He wore ruffled shirts 
and knee breeches and made speeches from a 
splendid carriage and liked to call himself “the 
people’s man.” His son Ninian married Eliza- 
beth Todd of Kentucky, who later brought her 
sister Mary to Springfield. Abraham Lincoln 
married Mary in the Edwards mansion. The 
Todds were no ordinary people either. In Ken- 
tucky, Mary’s father, Robert Smith Todd, was 
a rich merchant, bank president, state repre- 
sentative and senator. He helped found Lexing- 
ton and was famous for his fine mint juleps. 
The Edwardses entertained lavishly, so in his 
prepresidential Springfield days Lincoln was 
not unfamiliar with attentive servants, white 
linen and glittering candelabra. In fact his 
important connections worried him a lot po- 
litically. “It would astonish, if not amuse, the 
older citizens,” he wrote, “to learn that I (a 
stranger, friendless, uneducated, penniless boy, 
working on a flatboat at $10 per month) have 
been put down here as the candidate of pride, 
wealth and aristocratic family connection.”

Eucasert Topp Epwanns had to sit stiffly through the long 
exposure for this hitherto unknown daguerreotype. Actually she 
was charming and warmhearted. Wife of a popular young lawyer 
and mother of four, she was unquestioned leader of Springfield's 


society. Her big brick mansion on South Second Street was 
often brilliantly lighted for elegant parties. She brought three 

sters there from Kentucky and found them all husbands. It 
was in her parlor in 1842 that Lincoln was wed to Mary Todd.

Across the foreground are mementos of women Lincoln knew and loved. The 
creamy satin skirt at left, with its exquisite design of moss roses, was worn by 
Mary Black when she married Henry Remann; the book on it, with pressed 
flowers and four-leaf clovers from Lincoln's yard, is inscribed "Mary Reman, 
Dec. 25th, '56, from Mary Lincoln.” In the center is a pin of Mary Remai 
made of gold and a knot of Henry Remann’s hair, and a silhouette shot 
Mary as she looked on her wedding day—in 1841 the art of photography 
not yet reached Vandalia. At right are little Josie’s christening dress and her 
daguerreotype. Behind them are the delicately sewn waist of Mary's wed 
dress and her rosewood scissors case, To the right, under the wallet which be- 
longed to Ninian Edwards, the governor's son, is a piece of silk, part of a dress 
that Mrs. Edwards’ daughter wore at the first inaugural ball,

beside the lamp contains death notices of the Lincoln, Remann and Edwards 
families. The snippings of black cloth beside the framed lock of hair are parts 
of a dress that Mrs. Lincoln wore to mourn her dead son, Tad—a dress she 
later gaye to Josie to mourn a daughter, Annie, At extreme left, next to a da- 
guerreotype of James Black, is the letter Josie wrote to her sister Mary Reman, 
telling of Black’s fatal illness. And, resting on the daguerreotype, are pieces of 
cedar from the lining of Lincoln's coffin and bits of plaster from his tomb.

An Old Lady’s 
Lincoln Memories

Basins the priceless Lincoln relics that became mine through my 
meeting with Mary Edwards Brown I acquired something equally valu- 
able: a collection of stories about Abraham Lincoln and his wife Mary, 
many of which I had never heard before. Mrs. Brown had heard some 
of these stories from her mother, Josie, and from her grandmother, Mary 
Lincoln’ r. Others she had at first hand, for as a girl she had helped 
nurse “Aunt Mary” Lincoln during her last illness, 

Mary Edwards Brown was 90 when I met her in 1956, a tiny, frail, 
straight-backed old lady living in a sus oom apartment in Spring- 
field, Ill., not far from the Lincoln house. I visited her twice that year. 
Both times she offered me tea in a delicate china cup covered with hand- 
painted forget-me-nots and talked in a gentle voice about her family and 
the Lincoli 

One of the things we discussed was the meeting of Abraham Lincoln 
and Mary Todd, Over the years there have been many stories about their 
romance and many explanations of their sudden marriage in 1842. I 
asked Mrs. Brown what she knew about this. She s 

“Mother always told me they married suddenly becaus 
father had heard about the engagement and said Lincoln was ‘poor white 
trash’ and he wouldn’t have his daughter marry him and he threatened 
to make all sorts of trouble. There’s another story that it was ‘ian 
Edwards, my grandfather, thi the trouble: he said Mr. Lincoln 
was poor, with no prospects, and had nothing in common with Aunt 
Mary. Grandfather forced her to write a letter breaking off the engage- 
ment. He said Aunt Mary was his ward and he knew b But then they 
met secretly and one morning announced that they were going to be 
married that night. Grandmother Edwards used to say, ‘I can tell you, 
it made me mad. I said, “Mary, you don’t give me much notice!” 
Grandmother got her two married sisters to help her and they all worked 
all day, and that was hard for Grandmother because she was expecting 
her third child in two months. She baked one of h ind 
it was still warm at the wedding. All during the excitement of the day 
‘Aunt Mary was still harboring a grudge because her family had used the 
word ‘plebeian’ about Lincoln. Grandmother had said she was afraid there 
wouldn’t be enough food; she would have to send up town for some 
gingerbread. Aunt Mary answered, ‘Well, I suppose that will be good 
enough for plebeians.” 

It was in that same house, 24 years later, that Mary Edwards Brown 
was born, Her memories of her grandmother, Mary Lincoln’s sister, are 
warm and colorful. 

“Grandmother Edwards was the flower of the Todd family. 
a right pretty talker—a prettier talker even than Aunt Mar, 
She could entertain a roomful. Aunt Mary said, ‘Elizabeth, you always 
have your nose in a dictionary.’ Grandmother was particular. She never

Remann, who had died of “chronic consumption.” 

"The day after Grandpa Remann’s funeral on Dec. 11, 1849,” she said, 
“little Eddie Lincoln took sick and he had all the symptoms Grandpa 
had. He died Feb. 1, at 6 in the morning, and Mrs. John Todd Stuart 
went to Mr. Lincoln's house to help get breakfast, but Aunt Mary 
wouldn't touch a bite. Mr. Lin 
must live.’ and he sat down and forced himself to eat, but she wouldn't. 
The night before Eddie died, Mr. Lincoln had that same dream he always 
had when something unusual was going to happen—you know, about a 
ship sailing along fast, that he had the night before he was assassinated. 

“Grandma and Grandpa Remann’s house was like the Lincolns’—only 
one story high. But Aunt Mary inherited some money from her father 
and in 1856 she and Mr. Lincoln decided to have a second story built. 
The work was finished while Mr. Lincoln was away riding the circuit 
and when he came back the house looked entirely different. Mr. Lincoln 
played one of his jokes. He walked up and down Kighth Street asking 
all the neighbors in a loud voice if they could tell him where Lincoln

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lived. ‘I left a house with my wife and children in it,’ he said, ‘I don’t 
care about the house, but I would like to get back my wife and chil- 
dren.” At last Mrs. Lincoln came to the door and told him to stop 
that and come on in.” Another member of Mrs. Brown's family heard 
him say, looking at Mrs. Lincoln, ‘Wherever that woman lives is 
my home.” 

“Mr. Lincoln was kind to all the children in the neighborhood, 
They imposed on him. If the boys strung a string across the sidewalk 
to knock off his stovepipe hat when he was coming from the office, 
he pretended not to see it and let his hat fall off. Then he took every- 
body around the corner for a cooky treat. Mother said the Remann 
children were regular tagabouts to Mr. Lincoln. If he went to have 
his picture taken at one photographer's on the square, they had to 
have theirs taken there too.” 

In February 1861, President-elect Abraham Lincoln left Spring- 
field for the last time. As he stood on the back platform of the train 
that was to carry him east, he made a moving and famous farewell 
talk to the people who had gathered to see him off. 

“My whole family went,” said Mrs. Brown. “Mother told me they 
stood in the rain and when they heard Mr. Lincoln say about his 
neighbors, ‘For more than a quarter of a 
century I have lived among you, and during 
all that time I have received nothing but 
kindness at your hands,’ they cried, And 
when he said, ‘Here the most sacred ties of 
life were assumed,’ they knew he meant his 
wedding in Grandmother Edwards’ parlor.” 

Although Abraham Lincoln never again 
saw Springfield, his widow spent her last 
days there. “I was a girl of 16,” Mrs. Brown 
said, “when Aunt Mary was ill in Grand- 
mother Edwards’ house, the winter before 
she died. A few years before that her son 
Robert had had to have her committed to a 
sanitarium because she did queer things like getting into the elevator 
in a hotel when she was undressed; she thought it was the lavatory. 
Mother went to call on her at the sanitarium and Aunt Mary said, ‘Tell 
Elizabeth’—that was Grandmother, Mrs. Ninian Edwards—'to come 
and get me and I won't be any trouble.’ But she was, a lot of trouble. 

“She kept writing letters all the time to rich men in the country say- 
ing how poor she was and living in despicable circumstances and the 
nation should be ashamed. She often told my mother, ‘Robert says 
I'm crazy, but he is crazy too. He was bit by a mad dog when he was a 
boy.’ It was very hard on Cousin Robert. He suffered a lot and his 
mother wouldn't speak to him and said he was a robber, that he-had 
stolen her silver and her jewelry. But Mother always told us that we 
mustn't say anything unkind about Aunt Mary inher last years because 
she wasn’t herself. 

“She had a lot of money that she kept in a money belt, even under 
her nightdress, but sometimes she hid it other places. One day she 
said Grandmother had stolen her money. Mother was there (she al- 
ways got along with Aunt Mary because she never argued with her like 
Grandmother did). Well, Aunt Mary had a commode with a piece of 
Oriental carpet on top—she kept it beside her bed [see picture, p. 53]. 
Mother and Grandmother got her up on that and Grandmother dived 
her hand in under the mattress and there was a big roll of bills.” 

Mrs. Brown sat in her chair in the sunny room, sipping her tea 
and remembering. 

“Tn the room next to her Aunt Mary had 64 trunks. Grandmother’s 
maid left because she was afraid to sleep under that room, with all that 

veight. The trunks were filled with bolts of curtain materials and dress 
goods. Aunt Mary had a lot of clothes in her trunks made out of elegant 
foreign material she bought abroad, and she had basted it together to 
look like dresses—to escape the customs duty. She wouldn't stop buy- 
ing. Once she bought 300 pairs of gloves at one time and two dozen 
watches. She had about a hundred shawls. Every day she got up and 
went through those trunks for hours, Grandmother said it was funny, 
if Aunt Mary was so sick, that she was able to be up all day bending 
over her trunks.” 

“Was Mrs. Lincoln really as ill as she imagined those days when 
you were sitting with her?” I asked Mrs. Brown. 

“She had terrible headaches. And she was puffed up. She took a lot 
of bottles of ‘restorative,’ it was called, and it had paregoric in it, 
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LINCOLN continues 


same as opium, but you could get those things without prescription 
then. She didn’t know much about diseases, but what she thought she 
had was a condition where her blood was turning to water, and when 
too much water hit her heart she would die. Her fingers swelled up so 
she had to take off her wedding ring—it was a wide ring and worn very 
thin. After Aunt Mary died, Mother hunted it up and got it back again 
on her finger. Mother laid Aunt Mary out, too. The newspapers wrote 
about the ring when she was lying in her coffin in Grandmother's par- 
lor with the wedding lamps lighted, how the ring was Etruscan gold 
and was shining on her finger and there was a smile on her face.” 

In the late 1800s the Lincoln home in Springfield was a major tour- 
ist attraction, and Mrs. Brown’s parents were its custodians. 

“We let honeymoon couples sit on the Lincoln courting sofa. We 
took special visitors upstairs and showed the gold-headed cane that 
Stephen A. Douglas held for Mr. Lincoln during the first inauguration, 
We kept it in Mr. Lincoln’s bedroom and people we took there could 
see the one wall of original wallpaper, that was imported from France. 
Some people were overcome when they thought how Mr. Lincoln 
slept right next to this paper—they kissed it and then said they were 
sorry, they had to. But we were used to it. People would come and 
kiss the doorknob in the middle of the night and they would ring 
the bell at 4 in the morning and beg to come in. We had one man that 
knelt and prayed so long in the parlor we thought he would never 
go. And two ladies asked if they could sign their brother Ezra’s name 
in the guest book even if he had been dead 10 years because it would 
mean so much to him. 

“People were so lucky to have Mother explain everything to them. 
She never tired of telling them how she stood right beside Mr. Lin- 
coln in the parlor there the night he heard he was elected to the presi- 
dency and that he had the most beautiful eyes you ever saw and that 
you felt his majestic presence the minute he entered a room, She 
would tell them little things like how Mr. Lincoln’s law office smelled 
of tar in summer because outside the window was a roof with pebbles 
on tar and the sun melted it, and how in 1858 Uncle Rolly Diller’s 
drugstore burned and Mr. Lincoln went down to help and he was carry- 
ing out an armful of the most expensive medicines and suddenly he 
dropped them all, Uncle Rolly said Mr. Lincoln was worse than the 
fire. And how when Mr. Lincoln’s funeral train came to Springfield, 
the tracks were so slippery with crushed flowers people had thrown 
that the train was delayed three hours because it had to plow its way 
through the flowers.” 

In 1957 I visited Mary Edwards Brown once again. We had cor- 
responded in the intervening months, and we hugged each other at the 
door. She seemed tinier than ever. This time I stayed only briefly, and 
she watched sadly as I left. Last August, three weeks before her 92nd 
birthday, Mary Edwards Brown died—"'a very easy passing,” a friend 
wrote me. She was buried among her historic forebears in the Edwards’ 
plot, a short distance from their neighbor and in-law, Abraham Lincoln.

SOMBER AND STOLID, CLEOFE BORRERO SHOWS SCAR OF VELAZCO'S ATTACK 


Violence in a World of Darkness 


WHY SHOULD ONE BLIND MAN CUT THE THROAT OF ANOTHER? 


LEOFE BORRERO at 35 had spent more than 

half his life totally blind. He was a short, 
powerful and phlegmatic man, his expression 
masked by dark glasses. On the day of the 
crime last July he was standing on the platform 
ofa subway station in New York City at about 
5:30 in the afternoon. Beside him stood a par- 
tially blind acquaintance who worked in the 
same place as Borrero. Borrero often took the 
subway home with this man, who could dis- 
tinguish light from shadow and see 
large objects in motion. As they wait- 
ed they talked: Borrero does not re- 
member about what. 

Near them on the platform, listen- 
ing, was a third man named Pedro 
Velazco. Like Borrero, Velazco was a 
Puerto Rican, and he too was blind, 
although not totally. He could locate 
a window in a dark room. Velazco 
was 32, smaller and more graceful 
than Borrero. His face was handsome 
when relaxed. but at that moment 
it had a look of anguish and rage.

Velazco does not remember what he was think- 
ing. He says only, “I was suffering.” 

Velazco listened to the sound of Borrero’s 
voice. In his darkness he moved silently to- 
ward the sound, slipping onto his finger a 
twine-cutting ring that he carried in his pock- 
et. A twine-cutting ring is a broad band of 
metal to which is attached a thin, sickle-shaped 
blade of steel. It is used by newsdealers to 
cut the thick cords that bind bundles of papers.

Reaching out, Velazco touched Borrero to find 
his throat, then slashed him from ear to chin. 
As he did so Velazco thinks he said, “You 
hurt me this morning, and this is the answer.” 

Borrero had not heard Velazco approach. 
His only warning was the brush of fingers 
ross his face. Then he felt the cold blade 
cutting his throat and the warm gush of blood. 
He thinks he heard Velazco say, “Give my re- 
gards to Saint Peter, you son of a bitch!” In 
lonely pain he pressed his hand against 
the long wound and felt his life spurt- 
ing between his fingers. 

A train came in and Velazco made 
his temporary escape. But Borrero’s 
companion had recognized his voice 
and he was soon arrested. 

The lives of Borrero and Velazco 
are like vines in a jungle. They rise 
separately, flourish in the gloom, then 
meet and ferociously intertwine. Why 
should one blind man wish to cut the 
throat of another? This is no simple 
crime with simple answers. The truth 
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BLIND ENEMIES conramueo 


lies in darkness, as deep for men today as for 
the sons of Adam thousands of years ago. 


C= BorRERO was born in 1923 in 
the drowsy, sunsoaked town of Lares in 
Puerto Rico, the third of five children of a 
poor farmer. He remembers little of his child- 
hood. When he was 6 his mother and father 
separated and the family fragmented. The 
children were parceled out among relatives 
and friends, Borrero going to live with a 
schoolteacher who had a farm outside the 
town. The schoolteacher quickly put him to 
work; today Borrero remembers the ache 
caused by carrying 50-pound sacks of chicken 
feed on his head from the town to the farm. 

Some children might have rebelled or de- 
spaired, but Borrero became numb. He lived 
with the teacher until he had completed the 
eighth grade, the end of his education. He has 
one bright recollection from those years. Once 
when he was 8 or 9 he found himself standing 
in the sun beside the dry bed of a small stream. 
Around him grew scarlet flowers, nameless to 
him, that swarmed with yellow butterflies. 
Neither time nor distance nor the countless 
other sights that would pile up in his mind like 
blown leaves in a cave would ever cover it up. 

At 15 Borrero got a job on a truck which 
carried produce between farms and town. 
When he was not loading bananas or oranges 
he went swimming or hunted the gray doves 
which were plentiful around Lares, In town he 
bought candy in a grocery store where the 
clerk was a young married woman named Feli- 
cita. He remembers her appearance to this day. 

Early on a sunny morning not long after his 
17th birthday, Borrero was driving the prod- 
uce truck along a country road, the dazzling 
sun in his eyes. He came to the summit of a 
hill and suddenly saw before him the square 
ide it the sun quivering 
like a cymbal. In the head-on collision he 
alone was hurt, but he got such a blow on the 
head that he was unconscious for days. 

When he awakened in the public hospital 
in Lares, Borrero was puzzled by the darkness 
but not frightened. He did not cry out. He 
thought that if he could stand up and walk he 
would see, He got out of bed, bumped into 
something and fell to the floor. He lay there 
puzzled, saying **What is this? What is this? 
He felt no pain and did not pray but merely 
lay still, a slow-pulsed, thick-bodied boy. 

A nurse helped Borrero back into bed. She 
told him that his eyes had been cut by glass 
and were infected. But if she knew the real 
problem she did not tell him. His optic nerve 
was so damaged that it could no longer carry 
images from his eyes to his brain. He would 
never again see the slightest glimmer of light. 

A few weeks after his accident Borrero went 
to a free clinic in the city of Ponce where he 
stayed for a year, The doctors did not tell him 
that he was permanently blind and, since he 
preferred to hope, he did not press them. He 
learned Braille, basket-weaving and making 
brooms. He did not rage against his blindness 
or wonder why he had been singled out for it. 
He is stolid, his face expressionless. 

At 18 Borrero returned to Lares. He began 
to visit the grocery store where Felicita worked. 
She was then 31, had been divorced and was 
without children, Borrero went more and 
more often to the store, and after a courtship 
of a few months they were married. They re- 
main married today. She still has no children. 

Following his marriage, Borrero opened a 
stand where he sold candy, cigarets and crisp 
fried pork. Felicita got a job as a seamstress.

With her earnings and those of the stand they 
got along, but it was a meager living. After 
several pinched years, when he was 29, Bor- 
rero thought he would go to New York to find 
a doctor who would restore his sight. 

The Borreros arrived in New York in 1952 
and soon met a landlord who was willing to 
rent them one room in a tenement at $50 a 
month. Borrero got welfare payments and 
made excursions to various hospitals looking 
for the doctor. But in time he had to accept 
the fact he had avoided: there was no doctor. 
The realization caused him no anguish. 

For four years in New York, Borrero took 
courses at The Lighthouse, a free institution 
for the blind. He had no job. At The Light- 
house he studied English. Three years ago as 
he sat in his class he heard the door open, then 
the silence and the shuffling that indicated the 
arrival of a new pupil. Then he heard the voice 
of the teacher saying, “This is Pedro Velazco,” 


pre VeLAzco was born in 1926 in 
the city of Ponce in Puerto Rico. His fa- 
ther was a fairly well-to-do merchant and the

Velazcos never lacked for anything. When he 
was 9 the family moved to the smaller city of 
Guayama, where Velazco attended school 
through the eighth grade, as Borrero had 
done. He liked baseball and he too hunted 
the gray doves of the island. At 15 he began to 
work in his father’s store. He also took a part- 
time job as apprentice to a man who repaired 
refrigerators. Happily Velazco traveled from 
town to town, a lighthearted young man with 
an eye for the girls, able to find merriment 
everywhere he went. He had a buoyant vitality 
—but little of Borrero’s somber endurance. 

“On the 13th of April, 1945, an unlucky day 
for me, I got married,” Velazco says with a 
melancholy look. Within a year his first son, 
Pedro Jaime, was born, and 18 months later 
came a second boy, Luis Manuel. At that time 
Velazco himself was not yet 22. 

One day when he was 26 he was repairing a 
cold-storage machine which used sulphur di- 
oxide gas under pressure as a refrigerant. As 
he bent over the machinery, Velazco deliber- 
ately increased the pressure to test a repair he 
had just made. A pipe exploded and a piece 
of metal smashed into his forehead, laying 
bare the bone. The corrosive gas gushed into 
his face, burning his eyes and quickly filling 
the small room with fumes. He staggered out 
into the street, blood pouring from his fore- 
head, the sulphur dioxide eating at his cor- 
neas, Almost blind and in hideous pain, he 
made his way three blocks to the hospita 
one helped him. Those who had been with 
him in the cold-storage room were choking 
and coughing from the fumes, and those who 
saw him on the street recoiled from him be- 
cause he was bleeding. In the hospital a doc- 
tor washed out his eyes but it was too late. So 
it happened that Pedro Velazco joined Cleofe 
Borrero in the dark. 

Velazco emerged from the hospital with a 
grayness in his eyes and a mark on his fore- 
head. He soon began to visit an eye specialis 
Three times a week for a year at $10 an exam- 
ination the specialist peered at his scarred eyes 
and told him his vision was improving. But 
at the end of the year Velazco could see no 
better. The world was dark, the sun at noon 
no brighter than a tarnished coin at the bot- 
tom of a well, and the faces of his sons not 
to be seen at all. 

Early in 1954, leaving his wife in Puerto 
Rico, Velazco went to New York to consult 
a surgeon skilled in corneal transplants. The 
surgeon operated first on his left eye. For six 
weeks Velazco could see—enough to count 
fingers held inches from his eye, enough to 
dial a telephone. But soon the graft inexplica- 
bly began to cloud and Velazco was blind 
again. The surgeon tried the right eye with the 
same result: vision at first, then clouding, fi- 
nally nothing. These operations were all that 
Velazco could afford. Emotionally they ex- 
hausted him. ‘Sometimes it is all I can do to 
keep from shouting in my rage,” he says. It is 
the rage of a proud man who drifts between 
depths of self-pity and heights of indignation 
in which he would shake his fist at God. 

After the year of unsuccessful operations Ve- 
lazco’s wife joined him and he began to learn 
how to manage a newsstand, He also went to 
The Lighthouse to learn English and on his 
first day met Borrero. The year was 1955, 
three years before he cut Borrero’s throat. 


BVIOUSLY Velazco and Borrero had 
much in common. They came from the 
same place, had the same religion and educa- 
tion, spoke the same languages.The same sun 
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AT SCENE OF ATTACK, a station in Queens where the 
subway runs above ground as an clevated line, Borrero 
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had warmed them for nearly the same number of 
years and the same viewless wind had cooled their 
faces, The same fate ruled them, had blinded and 
united them in one irrevocable darkness. But thou 
brothers in a sense. they did not understand each 
other. A deeper darkness lay between them. a dark- 
ness in which reality and illusion weave and merge. 
They talked and moved together, but their individ- 
ual versions of happenings and conversations do not 
even seem to concern the same things. “You hurt 
me this morning, and this is the answer™ has no re- 
lation to “Give my regards to Saint Peter, you son 
of a bitch!” Yet Velazco believes he said the former, 
and Borrero thinks he heard the latter, 

Which of them lies? What was done was done, 
what was spoken was spoken. But a man’s mind 
shapes and changes what comes into it, and in the 
end he believes what he wants to believe. What 
then is the truth—the vanished word or the abiding 
thought, the real event or the remembrance of it? 
Both Velazco and Borrero believe they know, Ea 
speaks out of his darkness with absolute conv 

They met not only in English class but also at 
the Wednesday afternoon recreation periods at The 
Lighthouse where they sang, listened to the piano 
or the guitar, and talked. 

“I like to go to parties,” Borrero says in his flat 
voice. “I play cards in Braille, play dominoes and 
make jokes—funny things to keep people laughing. 
Yes, I talked many times to Velazco. How do | see 
him in my mind? He is sorry for himself. He has a 
face a little wild, a face more bitter than kind. He 
never talks about anything serious like politics or 
baseball. He always talks about what friends he has. 
‘I've got this friend.’ he says, or ‘I’ve got that friend.” 
Or women—yes, he talks about them.”” 

Velazco also liked to go to The Lighthouse. He 
enjoys the sounds of other humans. “Yes, I often 
talked to Borrero. His pleasure is to make jokes to 
set people against each other. He makes trouble with 
his jokes and he is crude, always touching you on 
the backside. We talked about such things as base- 
ball. How do I see his face? Round and hard with 
two black holes for eyes, a bitter face. 

Two years ago both men found jobs. Velazco 
began to operate a newsstand in Manhattan. “I 
worked in that box from 10 o'clock in the morning 
until midnight, 14 hours a day, and all I could make 
was $16 or $17 a week,” V 
and remote look on his face. 


Later they gave me 
another stand in a better location. | worked there 
15 hours a day and I got $30 a week.” 

Borrero went to work in a small business in a 


quiet part of the city. Velazco, taking time off from 
his newsstand on weekends, also came to work in 


waits for a train home after work. He is standing in 
the spot where he was slashed by Velazco last summer. 


the same place. and there their quarrel took place. 

The business, conducted in a small cellar, was run 
by a tall, authoritative man named Luis, who was 
also blind. It was totally dark in the cellar and all 
the men who worked there were blind. The air was 
thick and still and smelled of humanity. Rising 
above the sound of a radio, its apertures taped to 
shut out the light, or a television set which had no 
picture tube, came the murmur of men’s voices 
speaking in English or Spanish. There was also the 
noise of a cutting machine and the rustle of crisp 
black paper. 

A man plucked off the street and dropped into 
that cellar might have cried out in bewilderment 
But within its walls the cellar was a logical world 
with logical rules and procedures established by au- 
thority of the blind proprietor. The blind workers 
were slicing large rolls of photographic film into 
thin strips to fit ordinary cameras. These strips, ma 
ed with lengths of the writhing black backing-paper, 
were spooled, boxed and shipped. eventually to re- 
cord the lovely radiance of day. The men worked 
with speed because of the way their pay was calc 
lated. For the first 700 rolls a man processed in a 
day he received a flat fee. Beyond that he got a 
penny a roll. A good worker could process as many 
as 1,100 rolls a day and earn $55 a week. 


‘I gave him presents’ 


OR many months Borrero and Velazco worked 
in the cellar, Borrero five or six days a week and 
Velazco one or two. Sometimes they visited each 
other at home after work. “I gave him presents, 
Borrero says. “Once | gave him a radio that still 
works, and on Father's Day this year | gave him a 
toilet seat as a present. | happened to have the se 
which was new and still in a box, because | had 
bought it for the old apartment we lived in. But 
We moved to a new apartment where the seat wasn’t 
needed, so | kept it and gave it to Velazco.” 

Velazco says: “Yes, I visited his home and he 
visited mine, But he never gave me anything, noth- 
ing, nothing. | tell you, it is his pleasure to say things 
to set people against each other. This radio is mine, 
it was never his. When I am lonely I turn it on and 
get some good music. and then | dan round and 
around all by myself.”” 

From the time he went to work in the film-cutting 
business two years ago until his throat was cut last 
July, Borrero’s life was uneventful. He worked reg- 
ularly and took pleasure in simple things. “I play the 
guitar a little. Sometimes | have a few cans of beer. 
T work around my apartment: I can scrub the floor 
and I cook. I like to walk around town. Everybody 
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helps me, the women particularly. I like New York. The cold never 
bothers me. I even like to walk in the snow.” Borrero seems so ac- 
customed to his blindness that he has no regret about it. “‘If my sight 
could be brought back for one minute and I could see one thing, what, 
would I want it to be? I never thought about the question.” He turns 
his head toward his wife Felicita sitting nearby and thinks. “‘Prob- 
ably—yes, I know what it would be. I would like to see again yellow 
butterflies on red flowers.” 

Velazco’s life for the past two years has not been pleasant. He has 
continued to see the surgeon who operated on his eyes; the surgeon 
out of the goodness of his heart now treats him for nothing. He has 
operated on Velazco a total of 12 times. Each time Velazco has not 
merely permitted himself to hope but has surrendered himself to it. 
He is still blind. 

“New York is a terrible cold place,” Velazco says. “I hate it, It 
is hardly safe to go out on the streets, full of criminals who make 
assaults for two dollars. Everybody is cold, everybody is rushing. 
As a blind man I hate the snow and am afraid of it. The snow muf- 
fles everything. You can’t hear right. You can’t feel with your cane. 
When it snows, think of the blind. What would I want to see if my 
sight came back for a minute? My God! My sons, my sons!” 

Earlier this year, a month before the crime, Velazco suffered what 
he believes was the heaviest shock of his life. Returning from work one 
evening, he let himself into his apartment and called out for his 
wife and sons, who are now 11 and 12. There was no answer. The 
silence hummed with the peculiar melancholy one finds in the rooms 
of people who have died or gone far away. Velazco groped around the 
apartment and found propped up on the living room table a stiff 
piece of paper. He took it outside, stopped the first person he heard, 
and asked to have the paper read to him. It was a note from his wife 
saying that she had left him, taking their sons. 

Whatever her reasons, Velazco could feel only despair and pain. 
He began to drink heavily and to brood, sitting alone in his apart 
ment, remembering all his misfortunes and disappointments. 

Velazco hired a private detective to try to find his wife and sons, 
“But he was a gangster, a criminal. He took my money and never 
found them, never did anything. 

After a few dark, drowned days Velazco had to return to work, He 
went back to his newsstand, supposing he heard a note of sarcasm in 
the sympathetic remarks of his customers. He went back to work in 
the cellar... 

“Borrero is a terrible man. He would whisper to me when we were 
alone, saying dirty things about my wife.” 

“Velazco is a crazy man. | was sorry to hear about his wife and I 
pitied him.” 

“Borrero said to me, ‘Do you know what I would do if my own 
wife did that? | would begin by cutting off her ears, and then I would

cut off her fingers knuckle by knuckle so she would have time to tell 
me a long tale before she died.’ ” 

“‘Velazco tells wild stories. Once he came to work and told every- 
body he had lost his guide dog in the subway. This is impossible but 
it is the kind of thing he says. I never said anything wrong about his 
wife. I was sorry for him.” 

“Borrero goaded me. He laughed at me.” 

“TL pitied him.” 

The words that passed between the two men in the cellar are irre- 
coverably gone. Not what they heard but what they think they heard 
remains, and to each this has become the truth. 

On the morning of the final quarrel, a Saturday, Borrero and 
Velazco were working as a team, Velazco slicing and Borrero rolling 
the film. It was about 10:30. 

Borrero: ‘‘He kept passing the film to me in the wrong way. He is 
supposed to pass it emulsion side up. That way I can handle it with- 
out getting fingerprints on it. But in every few pieces he passed there 
was one wrong side up. I said, ‘Listen, cut it out. If people get films 
developed with fingerprints, that will make trouble.’ But Velazco 
laughed and said, ‘What difference does that make?’ So we had a little 
argument. I didn’t hit him with my fist or anything else, just pushed 
him. Then he started to yell and ran upstairs to the boss.” 

Velazco: “I was cutting the film and Borrero was beside me. He 
was making his jokes about me and my wife, He has a dirty mouth. 
warned him, I told him I was suffering. Then he pushed me. | said, 
‘This is no place to fight. I'll meet you outside after work.’ Then he 
picked up something like a pipe or a piece of metal and hit me on 
the head and shoulders. He hit me so hard | couldn't move my shoul- 
der. I went upstairs because I wanted to go to the hospital.”” 

When Velazco emerged from the cellar, the wife of the proprietor, 
Mrs. Luis, saw him. “His hair was mussed and he had a few little 
scratches on his cheek—just scratches. If one of my children had 
them I wouldn't even put mercurochrome on them. But he said he 
was hurt and he wanted to go to the hospital.” 

Velazco was taken to the emergency treatment room of a nearby 
hospital. The doctor did not see fit to detain him long. Within an 
hour he was back talking to Luis. 

“I don’t know what's the trouble between you and Borrero,” Luis 
said. ‘‘But you can’t both work here. And since Borrero is the full- 
time worker, you had better go, and don’t come back.” Velazco went 
out into the street filled with his passionate sense of injustice. Borrero 
remained in the cellar, stolidly doing his work. 

The subway station where the crime took place is two blocks from 
the cellar. At about 5:30 Borrero arrived on the platform to take a 
train home. 

Borrero says: ‘‘Probably Velazco was waiting for me on the plat- 
form. He knew where | would stand and when | would be there.” 

Velazco says: ‘No, I was not there waiting for him. It was only a 
chance that brought us together. Yes, people say | waited there for 
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him, but it is not true. After Luis fired me I was wild, I was desperate. 
I didn’t know what to do or where to go. After a while I went to 
my newsstand, and all day I sat there thinking. About 5 o’clock I 
decided to go back and talk to Luis to see if he would give me my 
job again. I took the subway and I got to that station just when 
Borrero did, so you see it was all a chance. I heard his voice. It was 
more than I could bear, that voice. I followed him. I had the ring 
because I need it in my work and always carry it in my pocket. I 
was suffering. I do not know what I was thinking. I cut him.” 

Velazco is a human being who would like to see his sons, and 
Borrero is a man who would like to see his flowers and his butterflies. 
And yet the point of the ring-knife was driven into Borrero’s flesh 
just below his left ear, and the cold blade was drawn furiously down- 
ward toward his chin as if it were no human throat Velazco thought 
he slashed but something far more ancient, pitiless and harder than 
any stone. 

The blade was short, the slash a little too high. It missed Borrero’s 
jugular vein, cutting to the bone along the underside of his jaw. 

Borrero staggered but did not fall. He felt the blood gushing from 
his throat but did not think he would die. He neither cried out nor 
prayed but slowly, heavily moved along the wall of the platform, 
groping for the rail of the stairs. 

Leaning on the rail, helped by his companion, Borrero made his 
heavy way along. He thought he heard the voice of Velazco crying, 
**How do you like that, eh? How do you like that?” 

“17” says Velazco. “‘I said nothing.” 

On the stairs Borrero and his companion met a woman who thrust 
a 5¢ package of Kleenex into Borrero’s hand. He ripped off the paper 
jacket and pressed the pad of tissues against his throat. It stemmed 
the bleeding temporarily, but he had already lost much blood. His 
shirt was soaked and the blood was beginning to run down his leg. 
Still he did not think he would die. 

On the street they met a soldier. The soldier put his arm around 
Borrero. He led him to a drugstore nearby. They went in and the 
soldier said, ‘*Hey, help this man! He’s bleeding.” 

“Call an ambulance,” the druggist said. 

“Can't you do something, for God's sake?” 

“It’s not my job. Call the cops.” 

“Can't you at least let him sit down here? Look at him. 

“Not in here,” the druggist said. 

They waited on the street for an ambulance. In five minutes it 
came. Borrero had begun to grow drowsy, but his legs still sup- 
ported him. At the hospital doctors closed his wound with 22 stitches 
and gave him three blood transfusions. In nine days he went home, 
Today he is in good health, a tree trunk of a man, and has gone back 
to work in the cellar, 

After his arrest Velazco was released on bail, then waited four 
months for a hearing in court. At last it came. In the courthouse 
there was an image of Justice, blind, with her bandage on her eyes. 
Velazco stood before the grand jury, whose duty it was to hear the 
evidence and decide whether he should be indicted or released. Ve- 
lazco turned his sightless eyes to the grand jury, and the grand jury 
looked at him with the gift of vision. The district attorney presented 
the evidence, but quietly, almost sympathetically. Then each mem- 
ber of the jury inwardly answered the question: How say you? 

The grand jury decided not to indict Velazco. He was allowed to 
go free, back to his newsstand where he is today, as free as any man 
in this dark world and wide.
